ly Assyrian and Grecian. The eharac-j 
ters on one side of the blade are eunei-' 
form; those on the other cannot be', 
identified; possibly they are Hittite.' 
The first, fourth, sixth, eighth and' 
eleventh letters in the easily recogniz-j 
able cunieform characters of Chaldean 
antiquity are exactly alike as graven( 
upon the blade; the first, fourth, sixth, 
eighth and eleventh letters in the mys- 
tic inscription on the reverse are also 
identical. Can this be construed to 
mean that the second inscription can be 
read by the first? 
It is in the possession ot Senor Gon- 


zale M. Moliner, a descendant of one of 
the oldest and most illustrious families 
of Spain, who is resident in the City of 
Mexico. He will soon lay it before the 
Smithsonian institution in person, and 
until that time it will not see the 
light of research outside of Mexico. 
The bword and its scabbard of bronze

sought its original element. In total 
length the sword is 2G'£ inches, with a 
blade of K> English inches. The rougli-

all appearances, and according to the 
inscriptions, it was a royal arm, for on 
its ample hilt it bears in horizontal lines, 
the csownei] bsid, jjf Us evidentwe^" 
el?, wlifle below m cuneiform &.t>~- 
acters on the blade are appare&tly the 
title and name of the sovereign. 


The sword and scabbard weigh 12 


pounds, of which the sword alono 
represents two-thirds of the total. On' 
the round head of the pommel of the 
sword crouches the Assyrian lion, 
with a cuneiform date of thirteen char- 
acters. Below the portrait of the ruler, 
and separated from it by a relief band, 
is an eagle, surrounded by the tropical 
angular ornamentation 
of Assyria, 


which covers the exposed bronze of the 
scabbard and sword generally. At the 
bulge of1 the hilt, above the guard, is 
shown a griffin executed according to 
oriental style, and on the reverse are 
two doves. Dnder the hilt, at its junc- 
tion with the blade, are 
fantastic 


figures, bearing a date-band of fifteen 
crescents and other characters not so 
easily recognizable, by reason of the 
heavy oxidization of the bronze from 
its great age. The hammered iron 
blade is tongue-shaped, being 3 ^ inches 
in width at its greatest swell. On one 
side it bears the silver inlaid likenesses 
of Baal and the early Grecian Pallas, 
while running lengthwise of the blade, 
in silver wedges inlaid, are the title 
and name of its owner, as can be easily 
read by any scholar familiar with 
cueniform chirography. 


The story of the discovery of this in- 


teresting relic is a romance. Seven 
years ago a curiosity dealer in. the City 
of Mexico purchased it for a few paltry 
reals from an ignorant Indian from 
Merida, in the state of Yucatan, in 
southern Mexico. The dealer suppojed 
it to be nothing more than an old Ro- 
man sword, such as were often worn by 
the Spaniards at the time of the con- 
Jqnest of Mexico. The Indian said |he 
had found it in the depths of a tomb 
{which he had penetrated, and that, 
'with a bronze spoon, now also in we 
'possession of Senor Moliner, it was the 
only thing of interest he had found. 
The sword and sca"bbard were incrusted 
'with half an inch of oxidization from 
their long burial, and upon being 
cleaned up were offered for sale to 
traveling tourists along with the cus- 
tomary more or less valuable stock i» 
trade of an enterprising curio dealer, 
"For one reason or another it remained 
in stock until recently, when It by 
chance caught the eye of Senor Moli- 
ner, who has made an Intelligent study 
ot antiquities, both in Europe _«nd 
America, and who at once bought it at 
a curio sale price.
